Ti Approval of the Agenda 
The agenda was approved. 
2 Approval of the Minutes of the Meeting of February 15, 2002 
Page 4, last sentence of paragraph 2 should read:

3. Business Arising from the Minutes 


At the February meeting of Council, M. Corwin had asked for further clarification regarding the 
government funding formula. At that time, changes were being proposed, which may have been to 
the detriment of Fine Arts programmes. Dean Jackson updated Council on the latest news 
regarding funding. It now appears that the government has retracted this proposal, and that the 
present funding.formula will remain in place at least until the end of the next academic year. In the 
meantime, a new committee to review the formula has been struck. Concordia is represented by 
Larry English, Chief Financial Officer. The third year of “ré-investissement” in the university 
system by the government is 2002-2003; this is expectéd to provide a large injection of money into 
the system. 


In response to a question by C. MacKenzie regarding access to and use of equipment that will be 
purchased under the Hexagram/CFI grant. the Dean outlined the following. This equipment will 
be purchased using three types of grants - FCAR. CFI. and direct funding from Hexagram itself. 
As with other government grants, once purchased. the equipment becomes the property of the 
University. These are not private research labs. The equipment will be shared by Hexagram 
researchers and then other users. as long as access and security can be worked out. 


4, Chair’s Remarks 
The Dean made the following remarks: 


The University has just received confirmation that it will receive $6.5 million from the government 
toward construction of the integrated Visual Arts/Engineering and Computer Science building. The 
the University will be pursuing other projects, in parallel, such as the Centre for the Performing Arts 
and the move of the balance of Visual Arts. 


The York site has been reduced by one-third (from 18,000 square metres to 12.000 square metres). 
As a result, discussions concerning which departments will be moved immediately to the new 
building are taking place. There must be some logic that informs the configuration. There is 
optimism that, with departments taking an active role in the decision making. along with pressure 
being exerted to increase our capacity and density to the maximum, a large portion of the visual arts 
will be housed in the new building. 


L Bachmann stated that it was crucial for the Fine Arts to stay together, and that any separation of 
Studio Arts would have devastating consequences. She did not want to see the digital areas of 
Studio Arts go into the new building, while leaving the balance of Studio elsewhere. She was 
particularly disturbed by the exclusion of art makers from the new building, since galleries for 
exhibition of their work are a prominent feature. This idea is unacceptable and goes against the 
original promise and vision for the project. 


Dr. Lowy’s term as Rector has been extended for two years; this is very important for continuity, at 
a time when the University is embarking on several ambitious building projects. 


Hexagram artist/researchers have begun to receive research funding from Hexagram. There are 
three short-listed candidates for the position of Director-General of Hexagram: a hiring decision 
will be made shortly. 


J.-P.Duchesne, Enrolment Manager, gave a brief update on the Faculty’s admissions for 2002- 
9003. There have been some delays in coding of applications on the system, due to the conversion 
to a new scanning system. Early indications are that Fine Arts applications are stable, and that 
there may have been a modest increase. 


5. Question Period 


CSU Elections will take place from March 26 to March 28. The Electoral Officer has requested 
that students be allowed time to vote. 


K. Austin asked that clarification be requested from the CUFA Negotiating Team. regarding the 
issues of outside professional activity, research, and the.income tax act.

5, BFA, Specialization in Art Education Program Report for CAPFE 
Associate Dean introduced this proposal which is being presented to Council, for information 
only. The report was written by C. Mullen and D. Pariser, and provides a response to a 
government ultimatum concerning Teacher Training programmes. The issue to be addressed 
was the creation of a body to oversee and administer these programmes at Concordia, which 
will be known as the Concordia Teacher Education Council (CTEC). As there were no 
objections, this report will next be forwarded to Senate.
